AN HOUR IN THE WATER.

As already briefly reported, King Christian, 
who is at present taki a holiday at his 
Jutland seat, Marselisborg Castle, near Aarhus, 
yesterday had a narrow escape from drowning. 
The King started at two ociock in the after- 
noon, in a twelve-foot long cance, with lateen 
sail, and sailed the little craft about Arsa 
Bay with hip usual skill, When passing a p 
nod gus Oernereden a sudden gust ae 
sized canoe, which has air-tight compart- 
ments, and, therefore, cannot sink. His Majesty 
nothing daunted, climbed up on the keel pre 
sat astride it. Unfortunately, the combined 
weight of the King and the sail made the boat 
heel over, so that His Majesty was immersed 
up to his neck. The accident occurred two 
thousands yards from the shore, in ten fathdms 
o: water. Nobody noticed that anything had 
happened for over an hour, although a number 
of boats passed quite close to the spot. Finally, 
the attention of the people on land was called 
to the accident, the Éines eap floating ashore.

DISABLED SAILORS AND 
SOLDIERS. 


THE DUTIES OF LOCAL COMMITTEES. 
The War Pensions, etc., Statutory Committee 
have issued a circular drawing the attention of 
local Committees to their duties with regard 
to making provision for the health, training, 
and employment of disabled officers and men 
after they have left the service. The local 
Committees are to keep a register of ail the 
disabled sailors and soldiers in their area. Ar- 
rangements have been made with the War 
Office, and will be made with the Admiralty, 
with a view to facilitating the Committees aud 
the men in this matter. Further, the Employ- 
ment Department of the Board of Trade have 
agreed to instruct the Labour Exchanges to 
report each week to the appropriate local Com- 
mittee particulars of all disc ed men who 
have been placed in employment. It is desir- 
Able that the local Committees and the Labour 
Exchanges shall work in the closest possible 
co-operation. The Statutory Commiitee strongly 
deprecate the expenditure of money on un- 
necessary institutions or superfluous agencies, 
whether the money for them is derived from 
public funds or from charitable sources. The

Dr. Macnamara, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Admiralty, speaking at the graveside, said 
he had come to pay a tribute of respect to the 
memory of a hero, and to lay on his grave in 
the name of the Royal Navy a wreath of tender 
loving thought. Referring to Captain Fryatt, 
of the Brussels, executed by Germans, he said 
the story of the circumstances of his death 
filled all their minds, and stirred them to the 
deepest horror and indignation. Their senti- 
ments concerning this crime would, he was sure, 
be shared by the whole civilised world. The 
name of this gallant representative of the mer- 
cantile marine would ever be honoured amongst 
English-speaking people. 

n an appeal for funds for a national 
memorial to Cornwell, signed by Lord Beresford 
and the President of the Navy League, it is 
announced that it has been decided, after con- 
ferences, that the memorial should consist of 
the endowment in perpetuity of a Jack Corn- 
well Ward, eae for disabled sailors in the 
Star and Garter Home, Richmond. Every boy 
and girl attending school in the British Empire 
is ray é asked to contribute one penny; the pro- 
vision of Jack Cornwell Cottage Homes for dis- 
abled and inyalided sailors and their families, 
this fund being raised by the East Ham 
Committee; Naval Scholarships for deserving 
boys, and a suitable monument on Jack Corn- 
well’s grave in Manor Park Cemtery, to be 
erected by school children of East Ham.

Two Parliaments. 


The fact that Sir Edward Carson—fol- 
lowing the example, of Mr. Winston 
Churchill—has appea to the public 
through a Sunday newspaper is in itself 
an illustration of his theme. That theme 
is the staleness and unrepresentative 
character of the present Parliament, and 
the necessity of revivifying it, like 
Antaeus, by a new contact with its source. 
Sir Edward Carson s article is an expan- 
sion of his recent speech in the House of 
Commons which killed the Government's 
proposal to appoint a Select Committee 
on registration. We must have a new 
register, but the Government must 
shoulder its proper responsibilities. “ The 
present House of Commons, as a whole, 
elected under conditions now. dead, has 
lost ail authority, and therefore all right 
to exist€” The war has created a new 
England, which must have a new voice in 
Parliament. The electorate has changed 
its ideas—notably on the subject of 
international trade. The problems 
which must be attacked at the end 
of the war will brook no delay. “ The 
moment peace begins to be talked of—I 
mean seriously talked of, not by mere 
fadiists and cranks—that moment you 
will have to ascertain the real views of 
the country, and not merely the views of 
this House A general election after 
peace has been declared will be too Iate, 
for then the problems will crowd upon a 
Parliament which will be unfit to deal with 
them. Sir Edward Carson puts aside with 
angry impatience all the objections which 
have been raised against a general election 
during the period of the war. There will 
be difficulties, but it is the Government's 
duty to overcome them. He believes that 


the war, and he hints that th®end of the 
war may be nearer than some people 
imagine. Sir Edward Carson's article 
proves that the most active spirits in 
Parliament have no intention of dropping 
the registration question, and the Cabinet 
will be wise to recognise that in this 
matter the public opinion of the country 
is behind them. 

We welcome this article for another 
reason. It suggests that Sir Edward Car- 
son has revised his opinion of an im- 
portant provision of the Home Rule

that the sitting members in Great Britain 
have lost “all authority,” i 

sitting Nationalist members have lost 
every fragment of their authority. Their 
“self-confidence” is, indeed, i 


In the 
next place, the present Nationalist mem- 
bers were elected to win Home Rule. It 
would be the business of the first Irish 
House of Commons to inaugurate and ad- 
minister Home Rule. The two functions 
are utterly different; it is not too much 
to say that the very qualities which make 
for success in the one would make for 
failure in the other. It may be said 
that the character of the new Irish House 
of Commons would have been a trivial 
coasideration compared with that of thé 
Parliament at Westminster which must 
deal with the first problems of peace, but 
Sir Edward Carson would be the first to re- 
pudiate such a suggestion. The character 
of the Irish House of Commons would 
have decided the fate of the Home Rule 
experiment; and the success or failure 
of that experiment, as Sir Edward Carson 
insisted from the outset, would have de- 
cided the future of Unionist Ulster. The 
proposed Irish House of Commons was to 
have “wooed ”’ Ulster into the Home Rule 
scheme. The issue would have been one 
of “momentous import,” yet it was to 
have been put in the hands of a party 
which has lost the confidence of its own 
supporters, and, as Sir Edward Carson 
says of the whole House of Commons, 
was ‘elected under conditions now dead, 
has lost all authority, and therefore all 


| right to exist.” 


The present position of the Nationalist 
Party is a paradox. It has returned 
nominally to Parnell’s attitude of “ inde 
dependent opposition” in the House of 
Commons, but it dares not challenge the 
Government on any vital point. In the 
first place, it knows that to provoke a 
general election would be to commit poli- 
tical hari-kari. . In the next place, it 
knows that England will not tolerate any 
serious attempt to distract her attention 
from the war. Mr. Redmond has an- 
nounced, therefore, what we may call a 
middle policy. His attitude—hitherto 
admirable—on the war remains “ unaltér- 
able,” but he now intends “to exercise 
an independent judgment in criticising 
the ever-increasing vacillation and pro- 
crastination which seem to form the entire 
policy of the Government not only with 
respect to Ireland, but also with reference 
to the whole conduct of this war.” As 
to the Nationalist Party and the war we 
shall only say that if, as Mr. Redmond 
implies, he has abstained more than once 
from criticism when criticism seemed to 
be necessary, no motive can justify his 
silence. The Government's policy for 
the temporary administration of Ireland 
will be announced to-day, and we shall 
know soon what Mr. Redmond means by 
“an independent judgment in criticising” 
it. We refuse the right of independent 
judgment to nobody, and we intend to 
exercise it ourselves; but we 
earnestly that to-day Mr. Redmond will 
recognise his tremendous responsibilities 
to Parliament and to his own country. 
As we have said, the Nationalist Party's 
position is paradoxical. It cannot put the 
Goverament’s life in danger; it cannot 
im its own will on the Government ; 
but, if if chodses, it can embarrass very 
gravely the Government s measures for the 
immediate management of Irish affairs. 
Broken though its authority is in Ireland, 
it is stall a great power for good or evil. 
We urge upon Mr. Redmond the duty and 
wisdom of mastering his natural irritation 
at the failure of his pians, and of using 
his power for good. The country wants 
peace and settled government; it wants 
opportunities for reconciliation ; if wants 
to re-mould the sorry scheme of things 
nearer. to its heart’s desire. If the 
Government’s measures give promise of 
peace and opportunity, the party which 
sets itself to kill or obstruct them will 
be challenging the best opinion, Unionist 
and Nationalist, in Ireland. 


Russian Victories. 


Yesterday's Russian communiqué is 
chiefly octupied with the tale of the 
captures of. men and war material which 
have been made in the course of the new 
advances in Volhynia and in the Dniester 
basin. 4 few lines suffice for a statement 
of the general nature of the battle after the 
splendid mid-week accomplishment. On 
the Stokhod Russian troops are consoli- 
dating their positions on thé left bank. 
The German communiqué, however, sug- 
gests that-the enemy is making specially 
desperate efforts to drive the victorious 
Russians back across the river, which was 
so formidable a barrier across the line of 
direct advance towards Kovel. “ The con- 
solidation of the new positions in such 
circumstances is, therefore, positive gain. 
For the rest, the news given in the state- 
ment from Petrograd is general, but good. 
Towards Kovel, about Brody, and south of 
the Dniester, the Russians “ continue to 
advance and pursue the enemy.” The 
great drive has not lost its. momentum. 
The capture of towns still appeals to the 
public imagination, and of the recent suc- 
cesses General Sakharoff's occupation -of 
Brody, which was reported on Saturday, 
possesses, at the moment, the chief inte- 
rest for casual students of the war map. 
It deserves, indeed, more than the ordinary 
amount of attention. The town of Brody 
st@ids a few miles from the frontier which 
divides Galician territory of Austria from 
Russia. It is now almost two years since 
Russian troops first entered the town, for 
it was at this point that they crossed the 
frontier soon after the opening of hostili- 
ties. That was the first move in an ad- 
vance which extended through Lemberg 
and Przemys! to the banks of the Dunajec 
River, there to be stemmed by a rally of 
the enemy s forces under Mackensen. The 
public will not expect the new advance 
upon Lemberg to be made with the former 
rapidity. It is sufficiently good news at 
present that the Russian Army is in a 
condition to institute such an advance at 
all, so soon after the trying experiences 
of last year, and that the enemy, on the 
other hand, seems to be in no condition to 
offer effective resistance to the onset. On 
the latter point the figures relating to

striking evidence. In the past fortnight— 
the period of General Sakharoff's advance 
up the valley of the Styr, across the 
Slonowka and Boldurka, tributaries of

Hindenburg's 
expected blow in the north, which was to 
have diverted the attention & the Russian 
command from the prosecution of these 
successful southern operations, has still 
not fallen. If it is to fall—a daily fad. 
ing prospect—it will not achieve the 
desired object. The Russian command 
plainly has the whole ‘situation well in 
hand, for it has spared an abundance of 
men and material for the minor, but not 
unimportant, operations against the Turks 
in Armenia, whence the news continues 
to be good for the Allies and bad—loth as 
they are to admit it—for the Turks. 


Cricket and War. 


The good object that was served 
by the cricket match in the College 
Park indemnified those members of 
the public who allowed themselves 
the pleasuré of watching the play against 
suspicion of undue frivolity at a grave 
time. The match revived feelings that 
have been ‘cold—perhaps, it would be 
better to say, that have been transfused 
in the martial flame—for two: summers.

The murder of Captain Fryatt at Bruges 
has caused a thrill of horror throughout 
the civilised world. That a simple sea- 
man, who once had done his best to save 
his ship from being sunk under an illegal 
condition, should be done to,death many 
months afterwards, contrary to the laws of 
war professedly obseryed by his murderers, 
will give neutrals something to think over. 
American newSpaper opinion generally 
condemns this murder. The New York 
Herald remarks that ‘‘expiation awaits 
Germany, and among “he crimes to “be paid 
with biood and iron is this murder of a 
gallant seaman of the finest type.” It is 
almost certain that the murder will be 
discussed in the House of Commons to- 
morrow, and there is a general desire that 
the Government shall exact reparation in 
some way or other. That the Government 
is awake to the situation is certain, and 
the Prime Minister may possibly be in a 
situation to make a statement. 

It is suggested to-day that the widow 
and seven children of Captain Fryatt should 
be provided for most liberally out of the 
German monies held in this country. This 
seems to be a reasonable suggestion, and 
it is to be hoped that the Government will 
act upon it. If this is not done, the 
Government will have to see that the 
innocent victims of German barbarity are 
not left to private charity for a subsist- 
ence. It is probable that the railway 
company employing Captain Fryatt will 
see that the dependents do not want, -but 
public feeling will call for something more 
than that. 

It is two months since the last enemy 
aircraft raid on this country took place. 
It occurred on May 20, when three sea- 
planes dropped bombs on the east coast 
of Kent. One person was killed and two 
were injured. The raid on Friday night 
seems to have been altogether harmless, 
except for a small destruction of property. 
Taking the raid together with the murder 
of Captain Fryatt, it looks as though the 
German Imperial Chancellor’s decision on 
frightfulness with regard to England 
had been overruled, and we may expect 
further raids when the weather serves. 
British courage and determination at the 
front will, however, help to keep up the 
courage and determination of those at 
home; but all these outrages will be re- 
membered when our day comes for reckon- 
ing the cost. 

The latest official communiqué from 
Petrograd shows that the Russian victory 
in the south has been a very important 
one. The troops of our Ally continue to 
advance, and the captures of men and 
material have been immense. From the 
16th to the 18th of July the number of 
officers taken by the forces under General 
Sakharoff was $40, with 39,152 men. 
Guns numbered 49, howitzers. 17, and 
machine guns 100. These are figures that 
the Germans cannot explain away, for they 
speak for themselves. The feeling in Ger- 
many, if this news were published in full, 
would be serious. 

Several important debates have been 
arranged for the House of Commons during 
the coming week. To-morrow Mr. Dillon’s 
motion on the government of Ireland will 
probably occupy the whole day, though 
the debate must conclude at eleven o'clock, 
since the Standing Orders are not to be 
suspended. On Tuesday the Prime Minister 
will intreduce a motion providing for the 
shortening of the remaining days allotted 
to Supply under the Standing Orders, and 
afterwards the third reading of the Con, 
solidated Fund Bill will be taken. Wednes- 
day will be devoted to a discussion on the 
action the Government proposes to take 
on the economic resolutions passed at the 
recent Conference in Paris. No business 
has been put down for Thursday. 

It is possible that the Prime Minister 
may take advantage of the opportunity 
given him by the debate to-morrow to 
announce the names of a new Lord Lieu- 
tenant and a new Chief Secretary. No 
name is at present whispered with regard 
to the first-named post, but both Sir Mark 
Sykes and Mr. Duke are mentioned in 
connection with the Chief Secretaryship, 
It seems to be regarded as certain that the 
new Chief Secretary will be a Unionist. 

The Prime Minister is to be asked by 
Mr. Dillon to-morrow when the evidence 
taken by the Hardinge Commission will be 
published. 

Representatives of over thirty branches 
of the Irish Self-Help Society of Great 
Britain met yesterday at High Holborn. 
A discussion, initiated by Mr. F. X. 
O'Reilly, of Leeds, on the exclusion of the 
six Ulster counties from the operation of 
the Home Rule Act took place. A resolu- 
tion emphatically protesting against the 
proposed exclusion of the six Ulster coun- 
ties was passed, as was also one promising 
financial support to candidates who 
opposed members of Parliament who 
favoured exclusion. 

Sir Edward Carson has a most interest- 
ing article in the Sunday JTllustrated 
Herald to-day. He explains that his per- 
sistence in demanding a measure dealing 
with a register of voters is because the 
country may find itself in the near future 
—and it may be nearer than some people 
imagine, he adds—in no condition to deal 
effectively with the most vital issues aris- 
ing directly out of the war. He is of 
opinion that the British democracy has a 
right to some share in the control of its 
own destiny, and concludes by saying: 
“The German people will, no doubt, have 
to submit to whatever arrangements it may 
please the Kaiser and his Chancellor to 
impose upan them; but are the British 
people to be no less completely in the 
hands of Mr. Asquith and Viscount Grey? 
That is really the question involved in the 
demand for a Registration Bill; for, un- 
less the constituencies are thereby re- 
newed, the nation will be dumb at the 
moment when in all its history it will 
have the best right to let its voice be 
heard.” 

Mr. Lough will ask the Prime Minister 
to-morrow whether he can now state how 
long it is intended that the present sittings 
of Parliament shal! continue, and when it 
will be necessary for the House to re. 
assemble. 

Viscount Grey of Falloden, the Foreign 
Secretary, is expected to take his seat in 
the House of Lords on Tuesday afternoon.

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UNITED STATES PROTEST.

London, July 28th, 1916 
URGENT. 

My Lorp,—Pursuant to instructions from my 
Government, I have. the honour to transmit to 
your lordship the following communication.

Near the Hohenzollern redoubt the Ger- 
mans attempted two raids; one of 
these failed to get further than our 
wire. The ‘other succeeded in enter- 
ing our front trench, but was imme 
diately driven out.

This morning, in co-operation with the 
French, on our right flank, an advance 
was made on a front extending from 
the east. of Delville Wood to the 
Somme. As a result of heavy fightin 
we have made progress to the east of 
Waterlot Farm, Trones Wood, and 
Maltzorn Farm. The enemy was en- 
countered in considerable strength, 
and must have suffered heavily. Some 
250 prisoners have fallen into our 
hands. 

On our right flank the French have also 
advanced their line. 

In the neighbourhood of Poziéres the day 
has been spent in strengthening the 
ground gained during the last week, 
and there has been no infantry fight- 
ing in that area to-day. 

Three hostile aeroplanes were destroyed 
yesterday, and several others were 
forced to land in a damaged condi- 
tion.

FRENCH OFFICIAL. 


Saturday afternoon's Paris com- 
muniqué :— 

On the front of the Somme two strong 
enemy detachments which attempted to 
reach our lines to the west of Vermand- 
Ovillers were repulsed by rifle fire. 

On the left bank of the Meuse a German 
attempt on our positions at Hill 304 failed 
under our fire. 

On the right bank two German attacks 
launched in the course of the night 
against a redoubt in the ravine to the 
south of Fleury Were broken by our cur- 
tain and infantry fire, which inflicted 
serious losses on the enemy.

The bombardment continues throughout 
the region of Fleury, the Vaux Wood, and 
the Fumin Wood. The night was calm 
on the rest of the front. 

Aviation.—Yesterday our machines were 
engaged in eleven fights on the Somme 
front. Three German machines were 
brought down, and a fourth machine at- 
tacked by one of our aeroplanes was dashed 
to pieces within the German lines in the 
Argonne. It is confirmed that one of the 
German machines previously reported as 
seriously damaged in the course of the 
aerial fighting on the Somme front was in 
fact brought down by Second Lieutenant 
Guynemer, who thus brought the number 
of German aeroplanes which he has driven 
down to eleven. 

In the course of Saturday night forty 
bombs of 120 kilos were dropped on 
enemy railway stations in the Noyon dis- 
trict. This morning one of our bombard- 
ing squadrons dropped several heavy 
bombs on a railway station and military 
establishments at Mulheim (right bank of 
the Rhine). 

Last night’s communiqué :— 

To the north of the Somme the day has 
been marked by a series of desperate 
actions. On the front comprised between 
Hill 139; north-east of Hardecourt and 
the river, our troops, passing to the 
attack, captured this morning the whole 
system of enemy trenches for a depth 
varying from about three hundred to eight 
hundred metres. We reached the out- 
svirts of the village of Maurepas. We 
hold the wood to the north of the station 
of Hem, the quarry to the north of this 
wood, and the Monacu Farm. 

In the afternon the Germans delivered 
powerful counter-attacks, particularly in 
the region of Monacu Farm, where & ht 
ing assumed an _ especially violent 
character. Everywhere our fire shattered 
the enemy efforts, and _ inflicted heavy 
losses upon him. We have retained the 
whole of the conquered ground, and taken 
over two hundred prisoners. 

On the tight bank of the Mouse we 
repulsed a German attack directed against 
our positions to the west of Thiawmont 
Work. There was an intense bombard- 
ment in the sectors of Fleury and’) Vaux 
Chapetre. ' 

On the rest oí the front there was the 
usual cannonade. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


Saturday s Berlin communiqué : — 

In the Somme region lively artillery 
fighting took place in the neighbourhood 
of Poziéres. Strong British attacks 
failed. A little to the north of the Somme 
attempts to attack were stopped by our 
fire. ' 

In the Meuse region the day passed 
without any infantry activity. The 
British fire on French communes caused 
losses among the population, and great 
material damage, but there was no military 
damage whatever.

TO-DAY'S IRISH DEBATE. 


A clear statement of the Government's Irish 
policy is expected from the Prime: Minister 
to-day, says the Daily Telegraph. He is to be 
asked—perhaps it would hé more correct to say 
challenged—by Mr. Dillon to declare how the 
Government propose to govern Ireland during 
the romainder of the war. That is a reason- 
able request, and we earnestly hope that the 
speechés by which it will be supported will do 
nothing to add to the difficulties of a situation 
which is already full of trouble. The really 
important change which we should like to see 
introduced into the Executive government of 
Ireland is the revival in some shape of the 
Council of the Lord Lieútenant. We hope that 
the Government will to-day invite Peshonadt 
to appoint yet another Committee to devise a 
scheme for setting up an Irish Council to act 
in conjunction with the Lord Lieutenant and 
Chief Secretary. It ought to be a purely 
Irish Committee, representative. of all Irish 
parties and interests, and charged with the 
simple duty of devising the framework of an 
Advisory and Executive Irish Council. Such a 
Committee, with gcodwill, could achieve its pur- 
poss without delay, and the Council which we 
have in mind could be set up and get to work 
almost at once. Its advantages are obvious. 
We do not see why the Irish leaders should 
reject a suggestion which has no other object 
than to associate them with the interim Govern- 
ment of their country, pending the big settle- 
ment which will have to be made later. We 
desire a Coalition Council of the best men of 
all the Irish parties, with representatives also 
of what Sir Horace Plunkett calls “the great 
body of moderate Irish opinion.” 


IS STATESMANSHIP BANKRUPT? 


The Government will be in a difficult dilemma, 
declares the Daily Chronicle, if it has to an- 
nounce to-day that after all the water which 
has flowed under the bridges since the spring 
months it has no better programme for Ireland 
than the re-establishment of Dublin Castle 
pewronest and the practice of coercion, as 
orecasted by Lord Lansdowne. It was the 
Prime Minister himself who stated two months 
ago that one of the two “ main dominant im- 
ressions "’ left on his mind by the Irish visit, 
rom which he had then just returned, was 
“the breakdown of the existing machinery of 
Irish government.” The Hardinge Commission 
told the same tale. Can it really be contem- 
plated to patch up this miserable humpty- 
dumpty, this by-word for failure and disaster, 
and to do so at a time when the Nationalist 
and Ulster Parties, Mr. Redmond and Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, have publicly agreed—and agree 
still—to a workable compromise offered them in 
terms by the heads of the Cabinet itself, and 
only shelved because a handful of irreconcilable 
reactionaries have insisted on varying the 
terms? Are all these hopes to be dashed? Are 
all our friends abroad to be disappointed? Re- 
membering Sir Edward Carson's speech last 
Monday, we refuse to despair. Surely ‘t 1s not 
asking too much of the Government that trey 
should have as much vision as the man in the 
street? Let them persevere, and a few days’ 
patience and goodwill should yet find a way 
through. 


ROGER CASEMENT’S FATE. 


Several petitions for the reprieve of Casement 
have been presented to the Government, and a 
question is bound to be asked in the course of 
to-day or to-morrow on the subject if there be 
no official announcement, says the Morning 
Post. The statement is being widely made by 
friends of the convict that he went to Ireland 
to stop the rebellion, and this view is being care- 
fully disseminated in America. It may be well 
to point out, therefore, that there is not a 
shred of foundation for the assertion, and much 
evidence against it. Casement never said so 
himself, and he could have made the claim m 
the witness-box had “he chosen. His diary was 
not admissible as evidence, so he could not have 
been cross-examined on it. Moreover, counsel 
for the defence never made the point on his be- 
half, and if this had been his real intention he 
would hardly have voyaged to Ireland in a sub- 
marine, with a military code, a republican flag, 
and accompanied by a ship loaded with rifles, 
machine guns, and ammunition. Nobody in 
political circles outside the Nationalist Party 
and the little group of pacifist cranks imagimes 
for a moment that the Government will pay 
any heed to the requests for a reprieve. 


GENERAL SAKHAROFF’S 
BRILLIANT OPERATIONS. 


Mr. Stanley Washburn, The Times Correspon- 
dent on the Russian ‘front, sends an interesting 
account of the recent Russian operations, which, 
he says, were planned by General Sakharoff to 
proceed in three phases, culminating in the 
capture of Brody. By delivering his main at- 
tack one day in advance of that originally in- 
tended, General Sakharoff took the Germans 
completely by surprise, and forestalled the at- 
tack which they had intended. 

The correspondent proceeds :—The third phase 
of the sitock. banna on July 25th, and is still 
proceeding exactly to time schedule originally 
planned by General Sakharoff. As the iortiúica- 
tions in front of Brody were extremely strong 
the Russians again attacked by the flank at 
Leshniuff, where the Austrians were not an- 
ticipating a big offensive on account of the 
swollen: river and marshes. Using Austrian 
guns which had been captured at Berestechko, 
the Russians, wading up to their necks in 
water, again turned the flank, captured 
prisoners, which, at the hour of writing, are 
estimated at approximately 8,000, forced the 
enemy back for the defence of Brody itself. 
These operations, planned as one co-ordinated 
movement, have been carried out step by step 
exactly as arranged, and | believe they must be 
considered as the most perfectly executed and 
exactly planned operations carried out by any 
army on this front. 

The Times Correspondent at Petrograd tele- 
graphs:—How successfully General Brussiloff is 
pursuing his chief aim is obvious from the fact 
that the grand total of prisoners for the first 
period of the mm offensive is upwards of 
382,000. If to this figure is added the number 
of killed and wounded the disastrous results to 
the enemy of these sledge-hammer blows will 
be fully realised. Kovel is now threatened not 
enly from the direction of the Stokhod, on 
whose left bank portion of General Lesh s Army 
is already established, but from south, where 
our troops pierced Von Linsingen’s right wing. 
Moreover, hi movement of General Kaledin’s 
left wing westward from Pustomity threatens 
both Sokal and Stojanoff terminals of the 
trunk lines from Rawa, Russka, and Lemberg 
respectively. 

r. Stanley Washburn, telegraphing from 
the Stokhod headquarters on Saturday, says :— 
The battle for Kovel threatens the entire Ger 
man campaign. Hence they are fighting like 
demons, refusing to sutrender. Many even who 
have been surrounded preferred Russian 
bayonets to capitulation.

“ Amsterdam, July 28th—' The following is 
the full text of the German official telegram 
received here to-day announcing the execution 
of Captain Charles Fryatt, the commander of 
the Great Eastern liner Brussels :'— 

‘On Thursday, at Bruges, before the court- 
martial of the Marine Corps, the trial took 
place of Captain Charles Fryatt, of the British 
steamer Brussels, which was brought in asa 
prize. ‘The accused was condemned to death, 
because, although he was not a& member of a 
combatant force, he made an attempt, on the 
afternoon of March 28th, 1916, to ram the 
German submarine U 35, near the Maas Light- 
ship. The accused, as well as the first officer 
and the chief engineer of the steamer, received 
at the time from the British Admiralty a gold 
watch as a reward for his brave conduct on 
that occasion, and his action was mentioned 
with praisecim the House of Commons. On the 
occasion in question, oa eS the U boat's 
signal to stop and show his national flag, he 
turned at a critical moment at high speed on 
the submarine, which escaped the steamer by 
a few metres only, by immediately diving. He 
confessed that in doing so he had acted in ac 
cordance with the instructions of the Admiralty. 
The sentence was confirmed yesterday (Thurs- 
day) afternoon, and carried out by shooting. ,

STATEMENT BY LORD 
NEWTON. 
QUESTION OF RETALIATION. 


Reuter’s representative was received on Satur- 
day night at the Foreign Office by Lord New- 
ton, Under Secretary of State in Charge of the 
Prisoners’ Department, who made the following 
statement on the subject of the murder of Cap- 
tain Fryatt by the Germans:— . 

As soon as there was any question of Captain 
Frvatt being condemned, His Majesty's Govern- 
ment took every possible step on July 18. We 
saw a report that he was to be tried, and at 
once asked the American Embassy to mtervane. 
The matter was brought to the notice of the 
Berlin Foreign Office by the American Ambas- 
sador on July 20, and again on the 25rd, and a 
request was made to engage counsel for the ac- 
cused. The German Government replied that 
the trial was fixed for July 28th, and the 
American Ambassador was told that it was um- 
possible to agree to a postponement of the trial. 
hecause the German submarine witnesseg, could 
no longer be detained. On the face of it it 
looks as if the Germans intended to put accused 
out of the way before the Americans had a 
chance of intervening. This incident is very 
serious for all, neutrals included, because it 
practically has the effect of preventing mer- 
chant vessels from defending themselves. The 
master of a merchantman is entitled to protect 
himself, and to take all possible steps to safe- 
guard his crew and passengers. The Germans 
have admitted that, when an enemy merchant- 
man has resisted capture, and has finally been

(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
CORK, Sarunpay. 


The annual general Rocking io of the sharcholders 
of the Imperial Hotel, Cork, Lid., was held in the 
hotel at 12 o'clock to-day. Sir Alfred Graham 
Dobbin, J.P. (Chairman), presided, and the other 
directors present were—Messrs. Martin Flavin, J.P.; 
A. Nicholson, Edmund J. Julian, and W. G. Dudley 
(Secretary). 

The Chairman said the directors much regretted 
that after twenty-seven years of ptosperity they 
now found themselves in the position of not feeling 
justified in recommending the payment of a divi- 
dend on the Ordinary Shares of the company.

At one time 
hey thought they micht have an influx of tourists 
to Ipeland during the summer, bet the deplorable 
occufrence which took oe in Dublin on Easter 
Monday dispelled any such hope, and he was sorry 
to say the result since then showed clearly the 
adverse effect it had had on the business of the 
company. They owed a debt of gratitude to the 
military. and the police for the admirable manner 
in which they dealt with a position of great 
difficulty. Were it not for the prompt action taken 
doubtless the death roll, was, would 
have been very much larger. (Hear, hear.) It 
was deplorable to see the condition to which that 
reckless ontbreak had reduced the capital of the 
country, and the permanent injury which Ireland 
had suffered by it could hardly be estimated. The 
past, whatever wrongs it wrought for Ireland, is 
gone, and they had come to a period when men 
had no time to live ip the past. It was a time

DUBLIN WEEKLY TRADE

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The rather congested facilities surrounding 
industrial markets continue to regulate trading from 
week to week to a moderate routine.

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WHITE GLOVES IN CORK CITY. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
CORK, Satvurpar. 

Mr. Justice Ross opemedsthe City Commission 
at 10.30 this morning. The Lord Mayor 
(Councillor T. C. Butterfield), wearing his robes 
of office, and the City High Sheriff (Councillor 
Wm. Hart) accompanied his lordship into court, 
and occupied seats on the Bench. 

The Grand Jury was sworn by Mr. H. T. 
Wright (Clerk of the Crown and Peace) as 
follows —

Mr. Wright announced that he had no bills of 
indictment for submission to the Grand Jury. 

His Lordship said the announcement that 
had been made by Mr. Wright was very gratify- 
ing to him, as it must be very gratifying to 
them. It was an agreeable incident, which it 
had never been his good fortune, as a Judge 
of Assize, to experience before. In considering 
the condition of the County of the City of Cork 
they should not merely look at the calendar, 
because it was possible that there might be a 
considerable quantity of crime not brought 
before the Grand Jury, and in respect to which 
the parties responsible might not have been made 
amenable by the police. However, the report 
made to him by the Constabulary was quite in 
accord with the state of the calendar. That 
was a very gratifying circumstance. On former 
oceasions when he had the honour to visit their 
beautiful city it had always struck him that 
the city had a great future before it, owing to 
the great energy and alertness that "dharacter- 
ised the citzens of Cork. Therefore, he thought 
he was justified in saying that whatever the 
state of the country Cork will always be in the 
position to maintain the same prosperity, or a 
greater prosperity even than it enjoyed in the 
past. He desired further to congratulate them 
on the great reputation that had been won by a 
famous regiment, recruited in the cit y and this 
province, the name of which it bore. That was 
a matter in which they all felt a legitimate 
pride. It used to be said of the battles on 
the plaims of Marathon that the world would 
never be the same again. And now, perhaps, 
in the feverish times of the present, they could 
not quite realise the deeds of these brave men, 
who came from amongst them, and who were a 
source of pride to every one 6f them. But their 
deeds would be realised to the full, and be a 
source of gratification to the city 

The City High Sheriff, in presenting his lord 
ship with a pair of white gloves in a silver case, 
trusted that the city would continue to enjoy its 
present stainless condition. He was sure they 
would be glad to hear that the city had made 
remarkable progress within the past quarter of 
& century, in trade, commerce, industries, edu- 
cation, and all that went to build up a great 
community, and, under able civic administra- 
tion, their roadways were now equal to any in 
the entire United Kingdom. (Applause.) 

‘His Lordship returned cordial thanks and 
sincere gratification for that beautiful gift, 
which was not merely a formal gift of white 
gloves, but they were encased in a beautifol and 
highly artistic silver box. That emblematic 
gift would always remind him, and remain as a 
precious possession in his family, of that very 
pleasant visit to the citizens of Cork. (Ap- 
plause.) 

SEQUEL TO THE REBELLION. 

His Lordship took up the hearing of East 
Riding appeals. Sarah Jane Rowe, widow, ap- 
pealed against the decision of the Recorder of 
Cork, who, sitting at Fermoy, refused, without 
costs, & compensation claim for £2,500, for that 
on 2nd May, 1916, at Coole Lower, near Castle- 
lyons, Head Constable W. Rowe, .in the dis- 
charg re of his duty, was mur: lered, and that he 
was so murdered on account of his exertions as 
& peace officer to bring disturbers of the public 
peace to justice, 

_Mr. Serjeant Sullivan and Mr. Timothy 

Sullivan (instructed by Mr. Anthony Carroll, 
Crown Solicitor) appeared for the applicant ; 
and Mr, Serjeant M‘Sweeny, Mr. J. P- 
Moriarty, and Mr. George Daly (instructed by 
Mr. A. H. Exham, solicitor) appeared for the 
County Council. Mr. Fleming, K.C.. and Mr. 
Daly (instructed by Mr. D. J. Magnier, sclici- 
tor), appeared for the Fermoy Rural Council. 

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, in stating the ap- 
plicant’s case, said that the aueetion to be de- 
termined was one of fact. lead Constable 
Rowe lost his life on 2nd May last. He was 
shot by one of four men of the name of Kent, 
whose house he visited for the purpose of 
making arrests. The question was—was the police 
officer murdered or maimed on acco of his 
exertions to bring disturbers of the oe peace 
to justice? 

Evidgnee having heen called for the appellant, 

Mr. “Serjeant M' Sweeny said the County 
Council attached the greatest im ortance to a 
ease of this kind, and if his lordship had any 
doubt that they should not succeed he wou! 
ask him to state a case. A bill was heine 
introduced by the Attorney-General] for Ireland. 
which providéd that no claim for com pensati: om 
for criminal or malicious injury wa to lie 
against any local authority. miss in the 
course of this trouble. 

His Lordship—It is not law vet. 

Mr. Serjeant M' Sweeny said that was so, but 
his lordship would not make any order that 
might possibly lead to legislation - afterwards 

His Lordship said they should co nsider the 
case on the law as it was at present. 

His bordship reserved judgement.

DISTRESS DURING THE 
REBELLION. ' 


BLACKROCK EMERGENCY RELIEF 
COMMITTEE. 


The Blackrock Urban District Emergency Food 
Supply and Relief Committee have isaned their 
report. Mr. John Mooney, the Hon. Secretary, 
explains that the committee was hurriedly formed 
at the time of the rebellion, and that the response 
was prumpt and generous, The report states that 
the apyeal made on 29th April reenlt ed in a fund 
of £408 i1/.. The crisis, which was then very acu 
happily passed sooner than was expected. owing to 
the prompt measures taken, and the committee are 
glad to be able to refund the subscribers 12/- in the 
& of their subscriptions. The cdémmittee procured 
stocks of provisions, which were: sold to the retail 
traders at wholesale prices, on the understanding 
that the public were to be supplied at norma! prices 
and in limited quantities; and the committee are 
pleased to record that the shopkeepers faithfully 
carried out their undertaking and did everything in 
their power to meet the occasion. The poorer 
inhabitants were relieved by direct order grants 
made through the St. Vincent de Paul Society and 
the local clergymen. These grants amounted to 
£106 9/. Between 29th April and 3rd May the 
following supplies were porchased and di stributed 
120 tes of flour, 6 tons 12 cwts. potatoes, 340 lo AVES, 
12 skeps of cabbages. 7 ekeps of cauliflowers. and 
othe: food supplies. The committee also made grants 
amounting to £18 to persons who had received only 
partis? wages or none during the suspension of busi- 
ness «caused by the rebellion. Mr. “Tonathan Good- 
body was Chairman of the General Committee; Mr, 
Howard R. Guinness. Chairman of the Finance Com. 
mittee. with Mesers. H. P. Hill and $. F.-Scroone as 
Hon. Treasurers. The committee returned thanks 
to the Urban District Couneil for the use of the 
Town Hall and offices for the moelingy of the cem- 

mittee; Mr. Mooney, Town Clerk, for his invaluable
